HASTEN DOOM OF 


TWO-CENT PAPER 


New York, Nov. 29.—Alarm over 


the scarcity of news print paper and 
its increasing cost has brought about 
a nation-wide movement among pub- 
lishers to take steps to meet the sit- 
uation. 
The standard contract 
price 
for 


print stock during the early months 
of 1920 will be so high that the white 
paper alone in a single copy of usual 
size will cost 2 and a half cents. This 
figure does not take into considera- 
tion any 
of the other 
mechancial 
costs, such as printing and distribut- 
ing.Publishers hold that It Is mani- 
festly Impossible to sell 2 and a half 
cents worth of white paper 
for 
2 
cents and live, arly increases 
to '3 
cents dally-and 10 cents Sunday are 
urged by the American Newspaper 
Publishers' association, which has Its 
headquarters here. 


An Increase In price would remedy 
only one phase of the trouble, It is 
held. The scarcity of stock, and the 
greatly increased costs of production 
in all departments, will require in- 
creased advertising rates. The pub- 
lishers at a recent meeting decided 
that as a matter 
of necessity they 


would be forced to charge more and 
suggest the use of less space to ad- 
vertisers. Thus for the same revenue 
they could print smaller papers, and 
conserve the supply. 
The situation has become so grave 
that big and little newspapers are 
working together to make the stock 
of paper go around. It has become a 
common matter for a publisher not 
to know -whether

While the. United States Is coping with, the coal 


miners' strike Spain has industrial troubles of an oppo- 
site sort—a national lockout of workers. 
Barcelona, 


meeting pVj.ce of the employers' congress which ordered 
thla drastic action, is the subject of the following bulle- 
tin from tho National Geographic society: 


"Barcelona is the chameleon s'ty of Spain. In some 


quarters streets are narrower and more crooked than 
those) of old London; in others are avenues, boulevards, 
shops and cafes, which vie with those of Paris. 
The 


city has an aristocracy which lives so far in tho past 
that its scions still deplore the discovery of America. 
Theso gentle patricians are undisturbed by the agitators 
for all sorts of political and economic novelties. 


"Until 1-192 Barcelona was tho New York of the 


Mediterranean. 
Its position In the northeastern coast 


of Spain, actually at about the same latitude as New 
York City, relatively is to the Mediterranean world 
what the. western city is to Atlantic trade routes. Co- 
lumbus1'voyage was considered a bit of impertinence on 
the part of the CastiUan government to upset the bal- 
ance of trade in favor of cities in western and southern 
Spain. 


"Soon a movement swept the Catalan provinces, of 


which Barcelona is the center, for annexation to France. 
In 1864 Catalonia did rebel against Philip IV, gave-it- 
•self over to French protection,, but its old allegiance 
was renewed in 1652, and cemented by the peace of 
Kyswlclc before the close of the' seventeenth century. 


"In four centuries this resentment had ameliorated 


enough to permit the placing of a statue of Christopher 
Columbus in tho Rambla, Fifth avenue of Barcelona. 
After.the Spanish-American war mobs of Barcelona 
citizens stoned and .egged the explorer's statue 'as pun- 
ishment for his having ventured to find so troublesome 
a now world for Spain." 


1 "Despite its commercial subsidence when the Atlan- 


tic replaced the Mediterranean as the majorvwater route 
of ^civilization, Barcelona nourished. A year after 'the 
late war betu-con George Dewey and Spain, as O. Henry 
put it, Barcelona paid more than a tenth of the king- 
dom's entire revenue from industrial taxation. 
Before 


the World War some two score important shipping 
companies had made it a port of regular call, and to- 
day the city has a population exceeding half a million. 


""Irr respect to publicity Barcelona has hardly put 


Us best foot forward, since it is heard of most often as a 
center of riots, strikes, and rebellions. 
Though one 


traveler found .the citizens pleasantly surprised that 
King Alfonso, who had. just visited there, had escaped 
with his life, he concluded after staying a time that, 
••with all her -reputation for turbulence Barcelona 
seemed an enlightened and thoroughly progressive city.' 
Havelock Ellis paid a more glowing tribute, after ad- 
mitting- the city's faults, by saying, 'Barcelona is a reve- 
lation of what' a great commercial city may be when 
humanely and harmoniously organized. In a beautiful 
and exquisitely tempered climate, a 
robustiy inde- 


pendent and clear-eyed population has here freely ex- 
panded itself, loving work aryt loving play, and com- 
bining these two fundamental human Impulses more 
completely and moro' admirably than in any other 
equally great city.'

"Despite its disorders and'Its modernism, Barcelona 


retains many relics of those mellow times when Cer- 
viintos made It the setting for Don Quixote's later ad- 
ventures. 
There still are church processions, lottery 


ticket sellers, policemen with red coats and helmets, 
(lower stalls and caged bird vendors. "Folk. lore em- 
ballishes the story of tho girlish martyr, Saint Euiaria, 
whose ashba lie in the Barcelona cathedral, perhaps the 
darkest of all great churches, and among the most 
•oeauWul In Spain. 
Cool fountains play In the ploistcr 


garden, among oleanders, and orange' and' lemon trees, 
and, pools, disclose geese, ot violators oE the mediaeval 
sanctity, out contributory to it, when one learns they 
are descended from the birds formerly used for augury.' 


"Many of Barcelona's political disturbances may be 


attributed to a difference of temperament between tho 
Catalan and the-southern Spaniard; a. difference akin 
to that^ between the Yankee and the • Dixie plantation 
owner before the Civil war welded our common interests 
.sovlnclissolubly. The Catalan more nearly resembles his 
thrifty, enterprising-, practical French neighbor than 
the courtly, dreamy Castilla'n.. Moreover, the Catalan 
emphasizes this difference by speaking and writing in 
his own dialect, called the harshest of Romance 
tongues."

New 
Tork consumer is now on the war 
path. 
Henceforth, it is generally 
recognized,, he must be handled gin- 
gerly, tor he is thoroughly peeved 
about the high cost of living-. Also— 
which is more important—he is or- 
ganized to combat it. 


Distributed throughout the vari- 
ous boroughs of this city there are 
now 
SO organizations, 
known as 
"community councils," possessing- a. 
membership 
of 
over 
60,0.00 con- 
sumers, and the active support of tho 
American Federation of I^abor. These 
coimcils, in turn, are under the di- 
rection of a central community coun- 
cil which has its headquarters in the 
midst ot .the civic machinery in the 
municipal building, where it keeps 
a watchful'eye on all political moveb. 
Once a week each council holds a 
meeting for the purpose of discuss- 
ing the various a.i'Calrs'which concern 
its members, which may include any- 
thing from street paving to the high 
price of pickles. 


I*l(xl°-otl. to ConsuTiio-'.s Interest. 
The community .council is to the 


consumer what the union is to the 
worker. 
It recognizes merely « tho 
consumer's interests and is pledged 
merely to his support. Since anyone 
is a consumer, anyone can become a 
member of his local council upon the 
pavment ofHhe initiation lee o t .

They did not have to hunt for a 
Grievance: they already 
had one. 
Everybody had been indignant about 
it for months, everybody considered 
it a criminal, injustice, and every- 
body, Including the newspapers, the 
city officials and the labor unrons, 
waB ready, to support any movement 
combating it. It was the high price 
of milk.

The price of milk has been stead- 
ily climbing in New Tork until now 
It is 22 cents a quart in most stores, 
and 11 cents a pint. The dealers have 
insisted all along that this price was 
the least at which they could possibly 
bring1 the milk from the farmer to 


the consumer; that, to supply .the de- 
mands of 6,000,000 people 
was ..a 
complicated and costly proposition, 
and that the loss they were compelled 
to stand from the waste and break- 
age df bottles alone was enough to 
excuse an even higher price.

dealers did not address .these argu- 
ments to the consumers, however. If 
it had been a. dispute between labor 
and capital each- side would have ap- 
pointed a committee to deal with the1 
other, and some attempt would have 
been made to reach an agreement.

Ttino to Strike. 
The consumers, on the other hand, 
had no intention of 
ignoring 
the 


question'of the price of milk. 
They 
discussed it thoroughly in their coun- 
cils, and finally decided that .the time 
had come to test their power.

other words, the time had come for 
the consumer to strike. 
" . 
-Some of the 
councils, believing 
that a complete strike was-necessary, 
voted to maintain a prolonged boy- 
cott against the milk dealers by pur- 
chasing- their own cows and estab- 
lishing dairies of their own. But the 
majority 
decided In favor of the 
milkless day as a simple and effecti%'O 
means of cutting down the demand 
for milk afcd thus the price. An ap- 
peal was issued to all consumers 
over 
four 
years old, who 
were 


neither anaemic nor invalids, to re- 
frain from buying milk on Mondays, 
Tuesdays and Wednesdays until the 
'dealers could be brought to terms. . 
Monday, Nov. 17, a printed card, 
appeared on the front door of thous- 
sands of houses and 
apartments, 


reading "Milk Strike. 
No 
more 
milk until Thursday." 
In some dis- 
tricts a house to house canvass was 
carried on by Boy Scouts for recruit- 
ing new strike members, and in oth- 
a, few motherly-looking pickets were 
stationed near retail stores. 
"Are you buying milk, madam?" 
a young woman was asked as she 
approached the entrance of one of 
these stores. 
She admitted that she had intend- 


ed to. 
"Have you any children?" pursued 


the interrogator. 
"Say, what is this?" inquired the 
young woman in return. 
'*An out- 


door court?" 
"No, it's a . strike." 
said 
the 
motherly-looking 
woman 
soberly 
"We think milk costs too much and 
so we want everybody to s^op buy- 
Ing it until the price" comes down." 
"Oh, a strike, is 
it?"/

young woman, smiling. "Wliy didn't 
you say so in the first place?

course I won't buy any." 


Price Was lowered. 


At the end of the first day, one 
member of the Central Community 
council declared that he had already 
noticed that a number of stores had 
lowered the price of milk. 
"I. live in the theatrical district of 
>7ew York," he explained, "where 
there 
are 
dozens of 
delicatessen 
stores. These have been selliwg- milk 
at from 23 to 25 cents a quart, and 
tonight for the first time they are 
selling it at 20." 
Inquiries at other, stores, however, 
brought forth the statement that the 
public -was buying milk the same as 
usual, that the demand had in no 
way fallen off on accgunt of the 
strike, and that if the price were re- 
duced it was due to good luck. 
But whether or not 
the 
boycott 
brings down the price of milk is not 
the niost'important question involved, 
the community councils say. 
"Our main object," declares 
Dr. 
Shiels, of the Central 
Community 


council, "is to show the value of or- 
ganization to all consumers and pre- 
pare them to take collective action 
'to protect their own Interests. 
The 
great middle class has up to the pres- 
ent been satisfied with paying the 
bills and suffering in silence, while 
capital and labor waged war against 
each other. The tide has now turned 
and -the middleman's hat Is now in 
the ring." 
In this tho strike 
has 
already 
proved successful, for the milk deal- 
ers have hastened to accept the chal- 
lenge. 
A great meeting of dealers 
and consumers occurred just a few 
days ago 
in which both sides were 
given an opportunity to explain their 
cases. <As a result the price of milk 
may or. may not go down, but the 
consumer has gained recognition.
